The Bradley team was somewhat surprised by the definition of the 
question by the Pekin team, but by a hasty shift in their line of attack, 
they were able to overcome their handicap and to win by a unanimous 
decision. Harry Brady was the first speaker for Bradley and although 
up against a hard proposition regarding the interpretation of the ques¬ 
tion, he was able to undermine the affirmative argument and to estab¬ 
lish a firm line for the rest of his team to follow. 

A new man was discovered in Graham Battles, who spoke next, 
when he literally tore up the affirmative’s line of talk and easily earned 
for himself the title of star of the debate. 

Leland Fleming closed for Bradley and succeeded in skilfully calling 
Pekin back to the question, and in refuting their strongest points. In 
rebuttal Bradley came back strong and in the first direct clash of the 
debate succeeded in winning out. Each speaker did his full share, and 
is deserving of an equal amount of credit for his efforts. From start to 
finish the superior coaching of Mr. Collins was evident in both argument 
and delivery. 

The Bradley-Peoria High Debate. 

The next evening, which was truly Friday the 13th for the Peoria 
High team, the affirmative Academy team won from Peoria High on the 
same question by another unanimous decision, This victory gave Brad¬ 
ley Academy the undisputed championship of the Bradley-Peoria-Pekin 
Triangle. 

The negative was upheld by Elba Reynolds, Ervin Zehr and John 
McClellan of Peoria High. Edwin N. Jacquin, Donald B. Murphy and 
Robert Strehlow were the supporters of the affirmative. 

The young men from Bradley really did wonderful work for Academy 
men. Especially effective was their delivery and forcefulness of speech, 
both of which showed the handiwork of their popular coach. Not only 
did they have good arguments, but they presented them in a truly pow¬ 
erful manner. Two of the judges had heard many high school debates 
upon the same subject and said the Bradley affirmative team was the 
best squad they had heard.

For Peoria High Elba Reynolds did the most effective work. The 
negative argued retaining the Philippines for business reasons and be¬ 
cause the Filipino was incapable of maintaining the business of govern¬ 
ment. The protectorate as advocated by the affirmative meant virtual 
independence with their own internal control and the United States to 
care for her external or foreign relations. 

Donald B. Murphy, the first speaker for Bradley, orated at length 
on the fact that it was our moral duty to give the Filipinos independence 
and that it was also our moral duty to protect the Filipino in his inde¬ 
pendence. Being possessed of a strong voice and great delivery, he 
brought out most ably the most important point for the affirmative that 
true American traditions demand the Philippine independence. 

Edwin N. Jacquin as the second speaker approached the question 
from still another standpoint, that of the capability of the Filipino for 
self-government. A most convincing manner of speech carried his point. 

Robert Strehlow closed the debate in a highly creditable manner. 
Altho the opposition gave little cause for scrappiness, “Husky” proceeded 
to pounce upon them with all fours and in a whirlwind speech summar¬ 
ized the affirmative argument and introduced a few subsidiary ones. 
The general display of pep on the part of the Bradley debaters and 
lack of notes were noticeable features of the debate. The delivery of the 
speakers of a heretofore unknown variety at Bradley and served to make 
the debate most interesting. 

The three men who spoke for Bradley must not receive all the credit. 
To Howard Harman, the fourth member of the affirmative team, goes 
one-fourth the credit. Not until the last day was it known whether he 
or Jacquin would speak. To decide who was the best man was a most 
difficult task and most likely Coach Collins tossed a coin. 

The judges for this debate were Wallace Black, an attorney of 
Lacon; S. D. Stephens, coach of debating at Canton, and H. C. Pettit, 
an attorney of Chillicothe. 

The Bradley-Lombard Debates—At Bradley. 

Two weeks after the Academy victories, the College teams entered 
the field against Lombard College of Galesburg. These debates were as 
a whole a repetition of the success of the Academy teams, the home team 
winning by an unanimous decision, the third of the season for Bradley, 
and the affirmative team which journeyed to Galesburg winning by a 
two to one vote. The question discussed by both College teams was: 
“Resolved, That the several States should adopt Minimum Wage Sched¬ 
ules for unskilled labor, constitutionality conceded.” 

John Roberts, a new man in debating but long well known for his 
literary ability, opened Bradley’s defense with a clear, concise outline 
of the basic issues of the question as interpreted by the Bradley team, 
and out-pointed his opponent, as did all of the Bradley men in each of 
their speeches. 
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Harry Gebhardt was the second Bradley man to take the floor and 
gave such a debate as is seldom heard from a College Sophomore. A 
slight misunderstanding of the warning signal served to weaken his con¬ 
clusion to a certain extent, but his point was won, nevertheless. 

Edgar Strause closed the debate in the constructive argument, and 
was up second in rebuttal, allowing Gebhardt to close the debate. 
Strause’s main speech was excellent, but he won his laurels in rebuttal. 

Here again, as in the Academy debates, the victory was due to a 
large extent to the excellent training of Coach Collins in argumentation 
and delivery The two teams could not meet squarely on the issues at 
any time, but the main weakness of the Lombard team was their flowery 
style of oratory, which slowed up the action of the debate and weakened 
the force of their arguments. 

The judges of this debate were County Superintendent of Schools 
B. C. Moore of Bloomington, Debating Coach S. D. Stephens of Canton 
and Attorney C. V. O’Hern of Peoria. 

At Lombard. 

On the same evening Bradley’s affirmative team met Lombard’s 
negative at Galesburg, winning on the same question by a two to one 
decision. The debate was one which will not soon be forgotten. After 
a stirring loyalty song by the Lombard students, Seldon Myers opened 
the debate with a well handled speech in which he showed the necessity 
for minimum wage legislation in the several states. Lombard opened by 
conceding practically everything, taking issue only in the matter of 
establishing the wage boards, and basing their entire case on national 
instead of state wage boards. It was an original argument and took 
the Bradley debaters by surprise. 

Throughout the constructive arguments neither side came to a direct 
clash, with Bradley proving at all times superior in delivery while Lom¬ 
bard set forth in a plausible manner the superiorities of national boards 
over state boards. In rebuttal, however, Mr. Collins’ splendid coaching 
came to the rescue and Bradley began to loom up as a probable winner. 
Seldon Myers began to strike telling blows on the negative case while 
Orwood Campbell succeeded in setting forth a few facts which seriously 
crippled Lombard’s stand. Ralph Scott capped the climax in a splendid 
rebuttal, tearing into shreds the last bit of argument upon which the 
negative rested their case. It was a hard fight and the team deserves 
no little credit for their victory. 

In debating as in athletics Bradley went up against a hard propo¬ 
sition in meeting a four year college with only freshmen and sopho¬ 
mores at her command, and two of these new men at debating, while 
the other four had only one year each of high school experience, and 
only one, Ed. Strause, has ever debated from the Bradley platform before. 

With the return of two of the College men and the possibility of all 
of the Academy men returning next year, Coach Collins looks forward 
to another successful year of debating, for which Bradley is rapidly be¬ 
coming famous. *_

PROGRESS OF THE AUTOMOBILE COURSE. 

* 

Since the birth of the course in the automobile, now offered by 
Bradley Institute, it has been marked by a progress little short of re¬ 
markable. So much equipment has been added, the departments have 
expanded so rapidly, and so much work has been brought in that the 
automobile department has as busy and flourishing an appearance as 
any of its kind. The system of instruction, and the large amount of 
work received, coupled with the ability of the instructor, has been a 
rousing success. More than enough cars have been on hand to keep the 
classes busy eight hours a day The students have been encouraged to 
bring in their own cars for overhauling, and in each case the student 
was appointed foreman over the group working on his car. A large num¬ 
ber of cars from other sources have been overhauled including those of 
mmbers of the faculty and trustees. The Jeffrey owned by Judge S. 
D. Wead was given a general overhauling, having the piston rings re¬ 
placed, the lighting system overhauled, and bearings adjusted. A Stude 
baker belonging to Nelson Warner was overhauled and a cracked cylinder 
block welded, Mr. Warner himself acting as foreman of the work. A 
Ford, the property of Dr. Meixner, was fitted with new pistons and 
rings and bushings renewed. Harry Brady’s Paige six was overhauled 
from stem to stern, being fitted with new piston rings, rear axle and 
clutch overhauled and a number of minor adjustments made. The in¬ 
structor's car was fitted with a self starter, new ignition system and a 
new carburetor; this was done as a matter of testing out these devices. 
These have since been removed and another starter and ignition system 
are being fitted which will be given a thorough test. 
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The school car, an Overland, has been torn down to minute parts’ 
the worn ones being replaced with new ones and given a general over¬ 
hauling. The starter and ignition systems are now being overhauled and 

when the work is finished it will be used as a service car. 

Among the other cars brought in are those of Mr. Winters, Buick; 
Mr. Fletcher, Case; Mr. Hilson, Studebaker; Mr. Boales, Overland; Mr. 
Theilig, Studebaker; Mrs. Kyle, Ford; Mr. Edwards, Monrofe; and also 
those of Dr. Wieser, Dr. Swaim, Mr. Elwood and Mr. Boerckel. These 

were all overhauled and put in good shape. Dr. Landon and several 

others have cars coming in as soon as the department is able to handle 
the work. 



In the Garage. 

Since the installation of the new vulcanizing plant a regular trade 
has been developed in the repairing of tires, numbering so far about 
eighty casings, involving the repair of blowouts and rim-cuts. All were 
sent out in fine shape. Besides this about 100 tubes have been repaired. 

The efficiency of mechanics trained at Bradley has already gained 
a good reputation and six of the students left in the middle of the spring 
term to take positions in several large garages in the city at very good 
salaries. 

The department is sending three students to Flint, Michigan, to 
drive late Buick cars to Peoria from that point by invitation from the 
Summerville Buick Auto Co. of our city. The three students selected 
are Messrs. Winters, Boales and Boerckel. These students will get the 
cream of road adjustments and driving experience, as a number of others 
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proving their efficiency will also enjoy later. In the winter term two 
students were sent out for this class of work. 

Since the department has expanded to such an extent, it will be 
necessary to make a great many changes to accommodate the large 
body of students expected next year for the course, from inquiries already 
received. Plans are now being formulated for the enlarging of the floor 
space of the department as a whole. A movement is on foot to remove 
the several partitions in the south Manual Arts building, making it into 
larger rooms for the different departments of the auto school. The 
plan is to turn the east wing of the east end of the building into a 
garage with cement floor, while the west end of the same wing will be 
occupied by the vulcanizing plant. The room now occupied by Mr. 
Bennett will be converted into a room for lectures and demonstrations 
on chassis of different cars which will be furnished to the department. 
The present forge shop will be rearranged to accommodate the classes in 
both forging and brazing, benches being supplied in the center of the 
room for the latter work. The pattern room will be converted into a 
battery work room, while the engine testing department will be put in 
the south wing of the garage and the main room of the garage with the 
pit will be used for overhauling and special jobs requiring special facili¬ 
ties. 

Next year a two year course in the automobile will be offered. In 
the first year stress will be laid on brazing, oxy-acetylene welding of light 
and heavy castings vulcanizing incurring rim-cuts, blowouts, retreading 
and tube repair. Engine block tests will be made with different car¬ 
buretors, for measuring the maximum horse-power, and then road-tests 
will be made with the same engines, thus contrasting the experiences of 
the road and the shop. Another important feature will be the electrical 
department, in the repair of storage batteries, motors, generators, light¬ 
ing, ignition and starting systems, and the complete installation of these 
systems on the chasses furnished to the students. Thus with the first 
year’s work completed it is intended that the student will be familiar 
with the mechanical and electrical side of the automobile so as to ren¬ 
der efficient and practical service. 

The second year’s work will be special training for those who wish 
to teach the subject in other institutions, such, as High Schools, Normals 
schools, township high schools or technical schools. 


CARPENTRY AND MILL WORK. 

The class in carpentry under the instruction of Mr. Johnson has 
started the active work of building two garages ordered to be put up by 
the class this spring. A large one 18x20 feet will be built on Institute 
property for Mr. W. F. Raymond and the other to be 12x18 feet is 
being built just to the west of the south Manual Arts building, from 
where, on its completion, it will be removed to the premises of the pur- 
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chaser. All the mill work used in both garages has been turned out by 
the mill shop under the instruction of Mr. Hurff. This job involved the 
use of about 800 feet of lumber. 

The mill shop output will be greatly increased in the future by the 
recent installation of the new American tenoner which is now being used in 
the work of the department. A dining set of black walnut is being 
made of very pleasing design and excellent workmanship, which is sure 
to bring a burst of surprise and admiration from the public when it is 
viewed on open night. 

BEAUTIFYING OF MANUAL ARTS GROUNDS. 

The space enclosed between the Manual Arts buildings has been 
resplendent during the past several weeks with three or four beautiful 
beds of tulips of different colors and varieties which would delight the 
heart of any true Dutchman. This touch of beauty to an otherwise 
rather common and unbeautiful spot has been supplied by the work and 
energy of Mr. Hurff, who has taken great pains and spent much time 
in beautifying this portion of the Manual Arts grounds The bulbs have 
all been furnished by Mr. Hurff and as soon as they are through bloom¬ 
ing are dug up and replaced by other varieties of later bloomimg flowers. 
This promises to keep the beds full of blossoming flowers all during the 
spring and summer. 

Mr. Moore prefers to have his lumber undressed, he says, and he 
didn’t blush when he said it, either.

Judging from the April number of the “Rambler”, Illinois College 
must be a favorite spot for poets. This Lyric number of the paper con¬ 
tains a delightful variety of poems, distributed among the literary, 
alumni, patriotic, and athletic departments. There are verses on spring, 
nature, war, baseball, tennis, ambition, and love. 

Among this interesting collection, four poems seem especially note¬ 
worthy. “The Call of Track and Field” is an enthusiastic appeal for 
athletes. “Spring Aubade” is a charming little lyric of light rythm. 
The group of three short songs is skillfully written. Most distinctive 
and original is “Ambition”, showing that success and power bought at 
the cost of real happiness is a dear bargain. 

While we praise the literary talent shown in the number, may we 
suggest that the “Rambler” might be a far more efficient school paper, 
if it contained lively baseball articles, some cuts, and a special joke sec¬ 
tion. The section on “Our National Crisis” was very appropriate. 


The literary department of the April “Blackburnian” is the most 
outstanding section of the issue. The article “England’s Poet in Rus¬ 
sia”, dealing with the attitude of the Russian people toward Shakespeare, 
is instructive and not without interest. 

The writer of “The Lesson for the Twentieth Century” has indeed 
a timely message. The powerful forces of capital are shown producing 
a race of subject people devitalized by excessive toil and insufficient 
wages and discouraged by the denial of industrial democracy. This 
sitaution is depicted as at once deplorable, serious and repugnant. That 
not until the principles of universal brotherhood as taught by Christ are 
accepted will the problem be solved is the conclusion reached. Careful 
study of the present industrial situation of our country is portrayed and 
the conclusion, who shall say that it is not correct? The style of the 
essay is not without fault. In keeping with the import of the title it 
appears that a lofty style was striven for. To attain this end an undue 
amount of figurative language and high-sounding phraseology was em¬ 
ployed. As a result the meaning is often vague and moreover the read¬ 
er’s attention is drawn to the form of expression rather than to the 
thought. To strive for elegance in style through the excessive use of 
such devices usually detracts much more than it adds. 
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“The Castle News”, East Las Vegas, High School N. M.,—Your 
paper contains much lively and well-written material. Since the news¬ 
paper form is used, the numbers, in order to be of most value, should 
be issued more often, at least bi-weekly. 


“The Missouri Miner”, Rolla, Mo.—Although the form of the 
“Miner” is not as attractive as that of the magazine type, it has several 
distinct advantages over the latter. In the first place, the news it con¬ 
tains is really news and not ancient history, and, secondly, more space 
at the most effective time can be given to boost future school events. 


“Lombard Review”—“After a recent debate at Lombard a royal re¬ 
ception was given to the teams. The members of the visiting team will 
certainly long remember with sincere gratitude the good-fellowship 
proffered them by the students of Lombard.” Why not inaugurate such 
a practice at Bradley? 


The students in logic at Hedding College believe that a name more 
specific than “Americans” and less cumbersome than “United States- 
ans” is needed to identify citizens of the United States. After delibera¬ 
tion they suggest the name “Columbians”.

April 27th marked the day which will be long remembered by the 
Bradley Horology student. This day, although spotted with numerous 
showers donated by the weather man, did not stop the Bradley Horolog 
aggregation from learning the parts played by the many artisans of the 
Illinois Watch Company. r ^ 

From the time that Supt. Geo. F. Johnson and his band of guides 
greeted the newcomers at the factory office, till the last few minutes 
before departure, everything was to the visitor an opening to new learning 
in the world of the young mechanic. 

Everything included in the making of the watch from the raw 
material to the placing of the watch in a velvet lined box was displayed 
to the eager onlookers. 

This plant, which covers 14 acres of ground, employs over 950 
people, whose daily output is over 600 high-grade watches, is the home 
of the celebrated Bunn Special, Sangamo Special, and A. Lincoln move¬ 
ments, standard for railroad service. 

The Company’s Astronomical Observatory. 

Within the observatory correct time is taken by transit observation 
of the stars. 

The equatorial telescope which is there was designed and made by 
expert workmen of the factory. It has an eight and one-half inch lens 
with a focal length of twelve feet. 
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This is located in the revolving dome of the observatory where, on 
clear nights, can be seen the wonders of the heavens. 

As a whole, not too much can be said about the factory’s clean 
appearance. Its buildings and grounds appear to one as those of a col¬ 
lege with a well kept campus. A good motto for the company may be 
quoted thus: ‘‘Accurate Time—First, Last and Always.”

Peoria high school athletes ,by consistent performances in practically 
every running event, carried away the thirteenth annual Bradley interschol¬ 
astic track and field meet with a total of twenty-seven points, a margin of 
only one point over her nearest rivals. Bowen high of Chicago, thru the 
prowess of one man, Dowding, who captured five firsts, and Manual High 
school, also of this city, were tied for second place with twenty-six points. 
Bradley was fourth with fourteen. The race for first place between three 
schools was close all the way. 
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The big feature of the meet which was run under horrible weather con¬ 
ditions on a fine track, was the sensational work of Dowding of Bowen 
high of Chicago, who captured first place in the 50, 100, 220 and 440 yard 
dashes and also in the broad jump. His work overshadows that of Landers 
as far as individual points go, but he did not break any records, perhaps 
because he was not hard pressed in a single event. During the day he ran 
nine races. His comrade, Orstrowski, took the other point for Bowen 
high in the fifty yard dash. 

Dowding takes the individual cup trophy donated by Portmans. It 
was real hard luck to do such magnificent running and jumping only to 
lose the meet by one point. This is the greatest number of points ever 
scored by one athlete in the interscholastic. 

The only record breaker of the afternoon was Howard Harman of the 
Bradley crew, who stepped the second quarter mile in the remarkably fast 
time of 55 3-5 seconds, breaking the record held by Ramsey of Chillicothe 
for eight years. It is hard to say how much the deer-like runner from the 
hilltop would have broken the record if he had been pushed hard, as he led 
in easy fashion from the start. It was a classy exhibition for a track man 
of comparative little experience. 

Rain confronted the runners who reported for the trial heats in the 
fifty yard dash at 10 o’clock in the morning and the prospects for a con¬ 
tinuance thruout the day were good. The early heats in both dashes show¬ 
ed Zinser and Dowding to be the big stars in the sprints. Knauss of Manual 
failed to live up to expectations. The final heat in the fifty saw Dowd¬ 
ing get a beautiful start and carry away this event in easy fashion. Zin¬ 
ser got a poor start but retrieved sufficiently to beat Ostrowski also of Bowen. 
In the finals of the century event, Knauss succeeded the Bowen athlete 
in third place. Dowding did not travel at top speed in either event. 

Roche of Delavan, an old performer at the sticks, carried away first 
place in the hurdles, with Parkhill of Peoria high a close second. Two 
races were run in both the quarter and the half miles. Dowding of Bowen 
took a comfortable lead at the start and maintained it thruout the race. 
Jensson of Peoria ran true to form and finished in second position. Wittick 
another of Bradley’s youthful track stars furnished a surprise by passing 
Briskie, last year’s winner and taking third place. In the second race of 
the four-forty Harman and his sensational sprint featured with Keith, 
the clever Manual star, and Guth of Washington in the order named. 

Ewalt, by taking second in both the half and the mile, added six points 
to Bradley’s total. One point by Sommers in the mile was a pleasant 
surprise. 

Dowding of Bowen took one jump in the running broad and captured 
the medal. Knauss of Manual took second. The distance was 20 feet 
6 1-2 inches. Newsam and Hoffman of Manual had the call in the high 
jump, the former jumping 5 feet 2 inches. 
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The medals given this year were high class, and the athletes were 
pleased beyond words. The meet which was under the supervision of Coach 
F. C. Brown, was handled in a most orderly and efficient manner The 
starting and refereeing of F. L. Muhl, of Wesleyan, was of high order. 


TENNIS. 

Donald Murphy, tennis manager, has issued the schedule for tourna¬ 
ment play, but bad weather had made it impractical to-date. A golf tourna¬ 
ment is also on the program for this spring if it can be carried out.
